The  1962  edition  of  the  Wayland  football  team,  headed  by  Coaches 
Ralph  Salvati  and  William  Frary,  ended  the  Dual  County  League  season 
with  a  2-3-1  record,  but  the  overall  record  was  4-4-1. 

Co-captains  Brent  Hazard  and  Mike  Daly  showed  themselves  to 
be  capable  leaders — Mike,  with  32  points  for  the  year,  had  almost  half 
of  Wayland's  total  of  84;  while  Brent,  from  his  linebacker  position, 
was  the  defensive  standout. 

The  Warriors'  season  started  with  a  come-from-behind  14-8  victory 
over  Marshficld,  even  with  three  starters  on  the  sidelines  with  injuries — 
Tony  Bova,  Steve  Garry,  and  John  Flanagan.  Tony's  quarterback  spot 
was  ably  filled  by  junior  Tom  White  for  one  game,  but  Tony  proved  to 
be  an  invaluable  triple  threat  man  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  His 
toe  was  the  deciding  factor  in  the  Silver  Lake  game,  as  he  split  the 
uprights  for  a  point  after  touchdown,  late  in  the  fourth  quarter,  to  give 
Wayland  a  7-6  win. 

The  Warriors'  season  ended,  as  it  always  does,  with  the  Thanks- 
giving Day  game  against  arch-rival  Weston.  For  the  third  year  in  a 
row,  the  Wildcats  were  favored  heavily,  but  Wayland  battled  hard, 
and  came  out  with  a  0-0  tie — thus  preserving  the  "tradition"  that 
Weston  hasn't  beaten  Wayland  in  football  for  a  full  nine  years.

Coach  Bowers'  Wayland  basketball  squad  ended  the  1962-63  season  with  a  13-7 
overall  record.  The  Warriors  completed  the  Dual  County  League  regular  season  with  a 
rush,  winning  their  last  five  games  to  gain  a  tie  with  Lynnfield  for  second  place,  with 
an  11-5  standing. 

The  team  was  led  this  year  by  high-scoring  senior  and  captain,  Ron  Reeves,  who 
scored  36 1  points.  A  newcomer  to  Wayland  basketball  this  season  was  6'  5"  John  Simcock, 
who  was  a  valuable  asset  at  the  center  position  and  set  a  Wayland  scoring  record  of  39 
points  in  one  game,  during  the  Bay  State  rout  of  Westboro.  The  third  starting  senior 
for  the  club  was  guard  Tony  Bova,  who  did  a  standout  job,  both  offensively  and  defens- 
ively. Tony  was  one  of  Wayland's  representatives  at  the  Dual  County  League  All-Star 
game,  along  with  Ron  Reeves  and  John  Simcock. 

This  season  the  Wayland  Five  twice  defeated  arch-rival  Weston,  by  scores  of  43-38, 
and  69-62.  The  Warriors  finished  the  League  season  with  the  sound  whipping  of  Lynn- 
field,  by  the  score  of  72-64,  to  tie  them  with  that  club  for  second  spot  in  the  League 
behind  Westwood.  Wayland  beat  every  team  in  the  League  at  least  once,  with  the 
exception  of  Westwood,  who  lost  to  no  one,  and  eventually  became  Class  D  Champs.

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This  junior  varsity  team,  noted  for  its  tenacious  defense,  took  the  league  champion- 
ship with  a  15-1  record.  The  boys  played  their  best  and  worst  game  against  the  same 
team — Westwood.  Defeated  badly  at  home,  this  spirited  team  went  to  Westwood's 
home  court  with  first  place  at  stake  and  in  a  double  overtime  win  gained  sole  possession. 
The  team  held  this  position  until  the  end  of  the  season.  Each  player  showed  marked 
improvement,  especially  Max  Rogers  who,  in  the  final  games,  averaged  17  points.  Con- 
stantly giving  team  morale  a  boost  was  philosopher  and  moralist  Roger  Diskin,  who,  in 
the  more  trying  moments  of  play,  proved  most  helpful.
